LAWA 

• Met with LAWA to discuss maintenance of Century Blvd. LAWA would like to turn over 
responsibility of landscaping maintenance to GW. Possible solution is to expand the 
BID to include LAWA properties on southside of Century Blvd. RFP for landscaping 
services has been drafted and will be going out to vendors for bid. 

• Met with LAWA to discuss JC Decaux advertising agreement which is up for renewal in 
one year. Requested that LAWA change language related to restrictions of advertising 
on shuttle going into the Central Terminal area. The current contract gives JC Decaux 
exclusive rights on all advertising and restricts advertising on shuttle vehicles. 

OUTDOOR ADVERTISING 


New Outdoor Advertising Ordinance is being considered by L.A. City Council. The ordinance 
would allow Century Blvd. to become a Sign District. A sign district would mean that bill 
boards could be changed to digital. We have met with the Outdoor Advertising Assoc, and 
Regency Outdoor Advertising to discuss possible ideas for collaboration that would benefit 
both GW and the Outdoor Advertisers. Some ideas include revenue sharing to pay for 
landscaping, lighting and arts program in exchange for supporting a Sign District with limited 
digital billboards and an overall reduction of billboards.
